Samford's  First  Lady,  Mrs.  Leslie  S.  Wright,  is  a  native 
of  Birmingham.  Born  Lolla  Catherine  Wurtele,  she  re- 
ceived the  B.A.  Degree  from  the  University  of  Alabama 
and  the  M.A.  Degree  from  the  University  of  Louisville. 
Mrs.  Wright  attended  several  summer  sessions  on  the 
old  Howard  College  campus  in  the  eastern  section  of 
Birmingham.  Several  years  later,  in  the  spring  quarter 
of  1946,  while  her  husband  was  still  on  active  duty  with 
the  U.S.  Navy,  Mrs.  Wright  taught  algebra  and  trigo- 
nometry at  Howard  College.  Most  of  her  students  were 
veterans  of  World  War  II. 

When  Dr.  Wright  became  Samford's  sixteenth  Presi- 
dent in  September,  1958,  Mrs.  Wright  immediately  be- 
came deeply  involved  in  the  life  of  the  University.  Her 
charm  and  grace  made  her  a  great  favorite  with  stu- 
dents, faculty,  trustees  and  alumni.
